He also explained the grading 
and selling methods 
employed by 
the pool. 


Paul Nyhus, of the stte and fed- 


eral departments 9f markets, was 
called to give statistics relative to 
the tobacco acreage of the state in 
1920, 
the acreage basis upon which' 
the pool was organized. 


Witnesses

were, 


Theodore Conrad, Elmer Pterson, 
and Nicholas Dorscheid. 


The witnesses testified that Bek- 


kedal offered them from 28 to 33 
cents for their crop and essayed to 
stand ail legal expenses if there 
should be any trouble with the pool.

GAINST the insidious wiles of foreign -in- 
fluencf, (I conjure you to believe me, fel- 


low citizens), the jealousy of a free, people 
ought to be constantly awake; since history and 
experience prove that foreign influence is one 
of the most baneful foes of republican govern- 
ment. But that jealousy, to 'be useful, must be 
impartial; else it becomes the instrument of 
the very influence to be avoided, instead of a 
defense ag-air.st it. Excessive partiality for one 
foreign nation, and excessive dislike of anoth- 
er, cause those whom they actuate to see dan- 
ger only on one side, and serve to veil and even 
second the arts of influence on thc other. Real 
patriots, who may resist the intrigues of the 
favorite, are liable to become suspected and 
odious-; while its tools and duipcs usurp thc ap- 
plause and confidence of the people, to surren- 
der their interests. 


The great rule of conduct for us, in regard 


to foreign nations is in extending our commer- 
cial relations, to have with them as 
little 


political connection as possible. So far as we 
have already formed engagements, let them be 
fulfilled with perfect good faith. Here let us 
stop. 


Europe has a set of primary interests which 


to us have none, or a very remote relation. 
Hence sKe must be engaged in frequent con- 
troversies, thc causes of which arc essentially 
foreign to our concerns. Hence, therefore, it 
must be unwise in us to implicate ourselves, by 
artificial ties, in the ordinary vicissitudes of her 
politics, e-4 the ordinary combinations and col- 
lisions of her friendships or enmities. 


Our detached and distant 'situation invites 


and enables us- to pursue a different course. 1C 
we remain one people, under an efficient gov- 
ernment, thc period is not far off, when we may 
defy material injury from external annoyance; 
when we may take such an altitude as will 
cause the neutrality, we may at any time re- 
soive upon, to be scrupulously respected; when 
belligerent nations, under the impossibility of 
making acquisitions upon us, will not lightly 
hazard the giving us provocation; when we may 
choose peace or.war, as our interest, guided by 
justice, shall counsel.

Wisconsin's Wonder 
The Great Cave' of Uane County 


BY EARLY MADISONIAN 


Today, little sccnis heard or written of what 


was once known as the Great Cavc of Dane 
county, but RO years ago it received consider- 
able attention from geologists and explorers, 
and attracted the interest of many school boys 
whose zeal had been inspired by an occasional 
talc'of Beadle's or Munro's dime novels (whose 
ipages dealt with miraculous escapes from In- 
dians by means of a concealed cavern in whose 
depths were found great treasure. 


The Indians have vanisncu, and if treasure 


exist ir. this strange reservoir of southern Wis- 
consin, it probably is contained in fossil re- 
mains of extinct species of creatures such as' 
have been found in deep lisstircs in various 
parts of the lead region, not far distant. 


About 11 miles from Madison, and a little 


southwest, near the crest of the ridge which 
separates the lake region from the valley of 
Supr river, is the basin of an ancient pond or 
lake covering 
perhaps, four 
thousand acres, 


whose waters have long since departed, 
and 


whose drainage is directly into the face of a 
bluff. This inlet has been penetrated nearly two 
thousand feet, but never fully explore.!. It is 
about five, hundred feet abovc the level of our 
four lakes, and the openings apparently tend to 
the west. A mile and a half distant (lows Sugar 
river, 


Magulsian limestone and a sandstone forma- 


tion of forty or fifty feet in thickness make the 
deposit—in which the huge grotto exists, and 
four openings, .somewhat choked by debris at 
their mouths, give entrance. 


Within, cavern follows cavern, and ataiactilco 


and 
stalagcnitos 
abound. 
The walls arc of 


strange contours and show the erosive forces of 
rushing waters.

and president of the Standard Oil company of 
New Jersey, is paid 3125,000 a year and is but 
one of six officials of his company receiving 
over ?100,000 a year. 


Teagle is a native of Cleveland,. 0. He was 


born May 1, 1S7S. He received his early train- 
ing in the oil business with the Cleveland firm 
of Scofield, Shurmer and Teagle. 
He 'became 


vice president of the Republic Oil company in 
1900 and served in that capacity until he joined 
the export department of the Standard Oil com- 
ipany in 1303 as head of that department. 
He 


was elected a director of the Standard Oil com- 
pany of New Jersey in 3910. 
Later he was 


e-lccted a j-icc. president and in 10:7 was named 
president. 


He was elected .president of thc Imperial Oil 


company in '1JI13 and of the International Pe- 
troleum Association in 1915. 


His home is in New York City.
